• I was over the ground recently and 
chose the location. 
We are arranging 
to place 5,000 rats in the lake, which 
is well stocked already. 
Dark rats 
will be used. as the pelts are of a high­ 
er commercial value than the lighter 
varieties. 
“The rats require no food other than 
w hat they can get themselves except 
In unusual cases, 
We shall prepare 
fur emergencies by growing carrots, 
which will be fed to the animals if 
necessary. 
The 
m uskrat pelts are 
worth from 50 cents to *1 each. 
“ It is a much more difficult problem 
to handle mink, as special pens are 
necessary, and the net must be sunk 
deep into the ground so they will not 
escape 
We shall obtain SOO animals
